At issue are a meeting between 
Nixon and then-White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III on April 15, 1973, 
when Dean says Nixon implicated 
himself in the Watergate cover-up, and 
a call to Nixon from then-campaign 
director John N. Mitchell, June 20, 
1972, their first known talk after the 
Watergate break-in.

Fuel Shortage Actions Under Way

Increasingly wintry weather and 
developments in the international oil 
situation are prompting more efforts 
to conserve fuel in the United States. 
Canada complicated the U.S. oil 
problem Friday by increasing its tax 
on crude oil exports from 40 cents a 
barrel to $1.90 a barrel. 
Bearing the brunt of the tax hike will 
be the Canadian border areas of the 
Midwest and Far West, which con­ 
sume the bulk of the one million 
gallons of Canadian oil used daily in 
the U.S. 
The effect of the ban on oil shipments 
to the United States imposed by nine 
Arab nations is worse than first 
thought, federal officials said as they

“The crisis is much worse than all of 
us anticipated a week ago," said 
Chairman Henry A. Jackson of the 
Senate Interior Committee. 
He added that he had reached 
agreement with White House energy 
advisor John A. Dive on a decision to 
implement the emergency plan after 
he found the Arab cutback on oil 
shipments would result in a daily loss 
of 3.3 million barrels of oil, not 1.2

estimated. 
On Monday, foreign m inisters 
representing the nine European 
Common Market countries open two- 
day discussions on the situation that 
will include scrutiny of the Arabs’ 
cutoff of oil to the Netherlands, a 
market member. 
The Arabs have accused the I)utch of 
coupling a friendliness for the Israelis 
with a decision to serve as a transfer 
point for Israel-bound U.S. arm s ship­ 
ments. 
West Germany and other European 
oil consumers rely heavily on a 
pipeline that uses Rotterdam as a 
terminal. 
The first in an expected series of 
cutbacks in crude oil shipments to 
Japan was announced by Shell 
International of Britain.

Need 
Pork Output Indicator Still Low

Proper soil drainage has been a 
vivid concern for many Ohio farmers 
during the past year. The excessive 
rainfall in the fall of 1972 and spring of 
1973 
surfaced 
many

problems and let farm operators see 
just where such problem areas are 
located. 
If water ponded in certain areas of a 
field and later caused harvesting, 
tillage and plant growth problems, 
those areas should receive special 
attention in preparation for the 1974 
crop, says Samual W. Bone, Extension 
Agronomist, The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 


Excess water or soil saturation 
occurs as a result of lack of proper 
drainage or opportunity of movement 
into lower levels in the soils, says 
Bone. Generally, this restriction to 
water movement may be the result of 
an increase in clay content in the 
subsoils, different type of soil struc­ 
ture occurring in the subsoil, or may 
even he a “ fragepan” or hard pan in 
some areas.

This moisture recharges 
the soil, and as rainfall continues at 
average levels in early spring, the soil 
moisture is further replenished to the 
point of having excess water in the soil. 
.Soil saturation can be identified in 
different degrees. Many well-drained 
Ohio soils, even with high rainfall, do 
not become saturated long enough to 
cause crop production trouble. Other 
soils, classified as “ somewhat poorly 
drained” or “ very poorly drained,” 
are unable to handle excess water. In 
most counties publications with soils 
maps, which give more specific 
identification, are available from 
county Cooperative Extension Service 
offices and Soil Conservation District 
Offices. These pinpoint the soil 
problems in relation to specific soils. 
Maps may also be available through 
the Soil and 
Water 
Conservation 
District. 
Once specific drainage problems are 
recognized, both long and short range 
plans should be made to solve the 
drainage problems. Ixmg range plans 
would be to use either surface or 
subsurface drainage as recommended 
in the “ Ohio Drainage Guide,” 
available through county Extension 
offices. 
Steps toward improved production 
on poorly drained areas include per­ 
forming tillage or soil movement that 
will help to decrease saturation in 
these soils. If possible, land should be 
formed and moved toward and into the 
low spots. This will lessen the degree of 
drainage being localized in a small 
area. 
Other steps would include delaying 
plowing the wettest areas beyond fall 
or early winter. The earlier the soil is 
plowed in wet areas, the less air space 
there will 1m * in the soil at planting 
time. 
Bone suggests tilling the wet soils in 
late winter or early spring. These soils 
should also be left as rough as possible 
on the surface to provide additional 
opportunity for surface drying and loss 
of moisture. This will also aid in 
decreasing 
runoff 
from 
areas 
surrounding low spots in the field. If 
the soil is left rough enough, into the 
growing season and can be cultivated 
to prevent a crust from forming, less 
water will run off into the lower areas. 
If the soil remains too wet to till before 
planting, a very shallow once-over 
tillage should be all that is used ahead 
of the planting operation. More will be 
gained from planting on time than by 
delaying planting to accomplish ad­ 
ditional tillage.

An 
economic indicator that shows how hog 
producers are getting along continues 
to hang below levels livestock experts 
say are necessary to stimulate the na­ 
tion’s pork output. 


The indicator is the monthly hog- 
eorn 
ratio 
computed 
by 
the 
Agriculture Department. As of Oct. 15, 
the ratio was 18.8 nationally, in­ 
dicating the amount of corn in bushels 
equal in value to 100 pounds of live 
market hogs. 


According 
to 
USDA 
livestock 
economists, the ratio traditionally has 
had to be at 20 or more for a sustained 
period before producers are en­ 
couraged to step up hog output. 
Basically, the ideal situation is for 
corn to be relatively inexpensive and 
hog prices skyhigh — at least from the 
hog producer’s viewpoint. There are 
many other factors, too, but the price 
relationship between market hogs and 
corn is a big one. 


The old theories about the corn-hog 
ration have not held up well the past 
year. 
For example, the ratio at 
Omaha, Neb., for the year beginning in 
June 1972 averaged more than the 20- 
to-1 level historically proclaimed by 
economists as a trigger for a big surge 
in hog production. 


The ratio at Omaha has dropped 
below that in most months since last 
spring. That included a period when 
government price curbs were on retail 
and wholesale meat, and during a time 
of tremendous price fluctation in the 
grain and feed markets. 
A 
recent livestock and 
meat 
situation report noted the earlier corn- 
hog ratio running at the 20-to-l level 
and commented: 
“ But 
instead 
of 
expansion, 
production has continued to decline in 
1973, and only recently has there been 
indications of some stability. Thus,

If water ponded in certain areas of a 
field and later caused harvesting, 
tillage and plant growth problems, 
those areas should receive special 
attention in preparation for the 1974 
crop, says Samual W. Bone, Extension 
Agronomist, The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 


Excess water or soil saturation 
occurs as a result of lack of proper 
drainage or opportunity of movement 
into lower levels in the soils, says 
Bone. Generally, this restriction to 
water movement may be the result of 
an increase in clay content in the 
subsoils, different type of soil struc­ 
ture occurring in the subsoil, or may 
even be a "fragepan” or hard pan in 
some areas.

rainfall throughout the winter and 
early Spring. This moisture recharges 
the soil, and as rainfall continues at 
average levels in early spring, the soil 
moisture is further replenished to the 
point of having excess water in the soil. 
Soil saturation can be identified in 
different degrees. Many well-drained 
Ohio soils, even with high rainfall, do 
not become saturated long enough to 
cause crop production trouble. Other 
soils, classified as “ somewhat poorly 
drained” or “ very poorly drained,” 
are unable to handle excess water. In 
most counties publications with soils 
maps, which give more specific 
identification, are available from 
county Cooperative Extension Service 
Offices and Soil Conservation District 
Offices. These pinpoint the soil 
problems in relation to specific soils. 
Maps may also be available through 
the Soil and 
Water Conservation 
District. 
Once .specific drainage problems are 
recognized, both long and short range 
plans should tx* made to solve the 
drainage problems. Ding range plans 
would be to use either surface or 
subsurface drainage as recommended 
in the “ Ohio Drainage Guide,” 
available through county Extension 
offices. 
Steps toward improved production 
on poorly drained areas include per­ 
forming tillage or soil movement that 
will help to decrease saturation in 
these soils. If possible, land should Ik* 
formed and moved toward and into the 
low spots. This will lessen the degree of 
drainage being localized in a small 
area. 
Other steps would include delaying 
plowing the wettest areas beyond fall 
or early winter. The earlier the soil is 
plowed in wet areas, the less air space 
there will Ik * in the soil at planting 
time. 
Bone suggests tilling the wet soils in 
late winter or early spring. These soils 
should also Ik * left as rough as possible 
on the surface to provide additional 
opportunity for surface drying and loss 
of moisture. This will also aid in 
decreasing 
runoff 
from 
areas 
surrounding low spots in the field. If 
the soil is left rough enough, into the 
growing season and can be cultivated 
to prevent a crust from forming, less 
water will run off into the lower areas. 
If the soil remains too wet to till before 
planting, a very shallow once-over 
tillage should be all that is used ahead 
of the planting operation. More will be 
gained from planting on time than by 
delaying planting to accomplish ad­ 
ditional tillage.

economic indicator that shows how hog 
producers are getting along continues 
to hang below levels livestock experts 
say are necessary to stimulate the na­ 
tion’s pork output. 


The indicator is the monthly hog- 
corn 
ratio 
computed 
by 
the 
Agriculture Department. As of Oct. 15, 
the ratio was 18.8 nationally, in­ 
dicating the amount of corn in bushels 
equal in value to IOO pounds of live 
market hogs. 


According 
to 
USDA 
livestock 
economists, the ratio traditionally has 
had to be at 20 or more for a sustained 
period before producers are en­ 
couraged to step up hog output. 
Basically, the ideal situation is for 
corn to be relatively inexpensive and 
hog prices skyhigh — at least from the 
hog producer’s viewpoint. There are 
many other factors, too, but the price 
relationship between market hogs and 
corn is a big one. 


The old theories about the corn-hog 
ration have not held up well the past 
year. For example, the ratio at 
Omaha, Neb., for the year beginning in 
June 1972 averaged more than the 20- 
to-1 level historically proclaimed by 
economists as a trigger for a big surge 
in hog production. 


The ratio at Omaha has dropped 
below* that in most months since last 
spring. That included a period when 
government price curbs were on retail 
and wholesale meat, and during a time 
of tremendous price fluctation in the 
grain and feed markets. 
A recent 
livestock 
and

situation report noted the earlier corn- 
hog ratio running at the 20-to-l level 
and commented: 
‘ But 
instead 
of 
expansion, 
production has continued to decline in 
1973, and only recently has there been 
indications of some stability. Thus, 
factors other than the relationship be­ 
tween hog and corn prices have 
become 
increasingly 
important 
considerations in producers’ planning 
processes.” 
The ups and downs of hog prices 
since last summer have not helped 
restore confidence to hog producers 
who think hard about investing the 
large capital needed to expand a

Forget about those manifestoes in

how political prisoners are being held 
is of little longrange importance, and 
is largely rhetorical anyway. 
What really matters is that the 
transformation now taking place in 
Chile seems to be a genuine counter­ 
revolution, w ith deep social roots and a 
serious program, and not a mere coup 
or palace fracas. In the emerging 
“ gremialist” movement the Chilean 
counter-revolutionaries appear to 
have created something genuinely 
new, and of great 
theoretical in­ 
terest and possibly of significance for 
Western society in the future. 
The leading theoretician of the 
movement is a political philosopher 
named Jaime Guzman, who founded it 
in 1%7 at the Catholic University in 
Santiago.

is 
an 
organization, usually middle class, 
representing such groups as truckers, 
physicians, 
lawyers, 
teachers, 
shopkeepers and the like, and designed 
to express their political, economic 
and social interests. 
During the last days of the Allende 
regime, for example, we saw the kind 
of leverage that could be exerted by 
the truckers’ organization. These, by 
the way, were mostly individual en­ 
trepreneurs, each owning his own 
truck, not large fleet owners. Chile 
depends on them for much of its 
hauling of goods. Threatened with 
Allendist expropriation, the truckers' 
gremio simply closed down the 
economy. 
The 
physicians’ 
organization also played an important 
though less publized role in the 
downfall of Allende. 
The gremialist idea may owe 
something to Spanish corporatist 
theory as formulated by thinkers like 
Jose Antonio, but it also differs from 
the Spanish model in important ways. 
The gremio is independent, not an arm 
of the state, and again differing from 
Spain 
the gremios oppose state 
control of the economy. 
'Hie gremialist idea thus possesses 
genuine novelty, and the Chilean 
gremio 
may 
prove a 
viable 
in­ 
termediate 
institution, 
standing 
between the modern state and the 
middle-calss individual of calssieal 
theory and much bourgeois practice. 
If it proves viable, and also exportable, 
it might prove capable of exerting 
powerful leverage in behalf ol middle- 
class interest and not only in Chile.

The middle-class individual 
is obliged to look out for his interests 
on his own, rather like Kobinson 
Crusoe. Not surprisingly, he is often 
taken to the cleaners. 
The new regime in Chile is also 
manifesting a serious and coherent 
program of political action.

These 
organizations 
were 
genuinely 
revolutionary, often armed, and 
disposing of a variety of social and 
economic functions, a kind of parallel 
revolutionary society incubating in- 


side the older one. Obviously, the two 
could not coexist. 
In the rural areas, the new regime’s 
policy appears to favor the small and 
medium farmers who were among the 
most militant opponents of Allende. 
Dirge feudal estates will not be 
returned to their former owners, but 
neither will the regime tolerate the 
illegal seizures of smaller properties 
encouraged by Allende. 'The regime 
has also moved briskly to restore to 
their former Chilean and foreign 
owners some 300 corporations seized 
without compensation by Allende. All 
of this designed to create a more 
hospitable climate for investment, 
without which there is small hope for 
the Chilean economy. 
In Chile, then, so far so good; and the 
gremialist movement is well worth 
watching.

Many people who are suspected of 
having high blood pressure are found 
to have variations in their blood 
pressure at different times of the day. 
Some people whose blood pressure is 
normal may have a sudden rise during 
periods of tension, especially during an 
examination by a physician. 
In order to avoid confusion about the 
need for treatment for high blood 
pressure, a portable device has been 
created to measure a person’s blood 
pressure throughout the entire day.

Forget about those manifestoes in 
the newspapers, in which Professor X 
and Dr. Y denounce the new regime in 
Chile and mourn the lost delights of 
President 
Allende. 
Even 
the 
acrimonious argument about 
how 
many executions have taken place, or 
how political prisoners are being held 
is of little longrange importance, and 
is largely rhetorical anyway. 
What really matters is that the 
transformation now taking place in 
Chile seems to be a genuine counter­ 
revolution, with deep social roots and a 
serious program, and not a mere coup 
or palace fracas. In the emerging 
“ gremialist” movement the Chilean 
counter-revolutionaries appear to 
have created something genuinely 
new, and of great 
theoretical in­ 
terest and possibly of significance for 
Western society in the future. 
'Hie leading theoretician of the 
movement is a political philosopher 
named Jaime Gunman, who founded it 
in 1967 at the Catholic University in 
Santiago. 
A 
“ gremio" 
is 
an 
organization, usually middle class, 
representing such groups as truckers, 
physicians, 
lawyers, 
teachers, 
shopkeepers and the like, and designed 
to express their political, economic 
and aecial interests. 
During the last days of the Allende 
regime, for example, we saw the kind 
of leverage that could lie exerted by 
the truckers’ organization. These, by 
the way, were mostly individual en­ 
trepreneurs, each owning his own 
truck, not large fleet owners. Chile 
depends on them for much of its 
hauling of goods. Threatened with 
Allendist expropriation, tin1 truckers’ 
gremio simply closed down the 
economy. 
The 
physicians 
organization also played an important 
though less puhlized role in the 
downfall of Allende. 
The gremialist idea may owe 
something to Spanish corporatist 
theory as formulated by thinkers like 
Jose Antonio, hut it also differs from 
the Spanish model i ii important ways. 
The gremio is independent, not an arm 
of the state, and again differing from 
Spain the gremios oppose state 
control of the economy. 
The gremialist idea thus possesses 
genuine novelty, and the Chilean 
gremio may 
prove a viable 
in­ 
termediate 
institution, 
standing 
between the modern state and the 
middle-calss individual of calssical 
theory and much bourgeois practice. 
lf it proves viable, and also exportable, 
it might prove capable of exerting 
oowerful leverage in behalf of middle­ 
class interest and not only i ii Chile.

In the United States, for example, 
the middle class remains, relatively 
speaking at least, without much means 
of leverage. The state, large corporate 
wealth, 
and 
the 
assorted 
un­ 
derprivileged groups are effectively 
organized. The middle-class individual 
is obliged to look out for his interests 
on his own, rather bkt* Robinson 
Crusoe. Not surprisingly, he is often 
taken to the cleaners. 
The new regime in Chile is also 
manifesting a serious and coherent 
program of political action. It is ef­ 
fectively dismantling the Marxist 
organizations at the local and even 
block-by-block 
level. 
These 
organizations 
were 
genuinely 
revolutionary, often armed, and 
disposing of a variety of social and 
economic functions, a kind of parallel 
revolutionary society incubating in­ 


side the older one. Obviously, the two 
could not coexist. 
In the rural areas, the new regime's 


policy appears to favor the small and 
medium farmers who were among the 
most militant opponents of Allende. 
I .argo feudal estates will not be 
returned to their former owners, but 
neither will the regime tolerate the 
illegal seizures of smaller properties 
encouraged by Allende. The regime 
has also moved briskly to restore to 
their former Chilean and foreign 
owners some JOO corporations seized 
without compensation by Allende. All 
of this designed to create a more 
hospitable climate for investment, 
without which there is small hope for 
the Chilean economy. 
In (Idle, then, so far so good; and the 
gremialist movement is well worth 
watching.

turnaround manager, the chairman or 
president wtio is hired to put new life iii 
the team. 
His job is to focus objectives, 
sharpen execution and rejuvenate 
dispirited talent. 
“ Many institutions, not just in 
business either, have to Im* updated to a 
world that wasn’t foreseen IO years 
ago," says Eugene Jennings, who is a 
professor, author, personnel con­ 
sultant and confidential psychologist 
to executives. 
The corporate world is filled with big 
name executives in the process of 
turning about: Edward Gelsthorpe of 
Gillette, Edward Carlson of United Air 
Lines, William Seawell of Pan 
American World 
Air Ways, T.A. 
Wilson of Boeing, Elmer Nicholson of 
CNA Corp., to name a few. 
“ These men are system changers 
rather than problem solvers," says 
Jennings. “ They come i ii during a 
corporate crisis, and usually later than 
when they are really needed." 
They may Im* contrasted to the 
specialists who operate within a 
narrow range of expertise and who, 
according to Jennings, are responsible 
for getting many companies into 
trouble* 


The specialists treat the corporate 
patient for ulcers when the problem 
really is a faulty style of living. 
Rut turnaround managers fail, too. 


Jennings says these executives only 
have a 50-50 chance for success and he 
listed some of the reasons for their 
failures: 
1. The turnaround executive fails to 
obtain a mandate. His objectives 
aren’t clearly defined. The measure of 
what constitutes a turnaround isn’t 
agreed upon and he is thus left open to 
a charge of failure. 
2. Instead of leading the company 
towards success, he loses perspective, 
falling captive to the existing system 
and even becomes protective of it. 
J. A turnaround must be measured in 
more than financial terms. To improve 
sales and earnings is only part of the 
battle. The real difficulty is getting 
people to think and act differently. 
4. He attempts to tackle tile entire 
job instead of finding the people and 
the areas on which to focus his efforts. 
In some instances, says Jennings, 
the turnaround manager has only to 
find two key people, convert them and 
send them into tin1 field as disciples 
eager to spread the word. 
For the successful turnaround 
manager there is acclaim and money, 
since many of them have stock option 
clauses in their contracts. Rut in JO per 
c(‘iit of successful turnarounds, Jen­ 
nings says the real hero has already 
been canned. 
The company had already been 
turned but the hoard of directors didn’t 
know it and his successor got the 
credit.

A new apparatus for the control of 
bed-wetting has been created by the 
J.G. Shuman Associates, of Scotch 
Plains. N.J. 
The instrument, Uritroll, holds great 
promise for the control of bed-wetting, 
which has been traced to psychological 
causes rather than to physical 
disorders. 
This brilliantly conceived device is 
simple and inexpensive. Parents who 
have been wisely advised not to shame 
or punish their children who persist in 
bed-wetting will find that the Uritroll 
technique can be most effective 
without 
imposing 
psychological 
pressure on the child. 
The preliminary reports by doctors 
and psychologists who have been using 
Uritroll have been most enthusiastic. 


Patients with uncontrolled epilepsy 
and certain types of cerebral palsy are 
now the beneficiaries of a remarkable 
type of “ brain pacemaker." 
The original pacemaker design for 
people with severe disturbances of the 
rhythm of the heart has been most 
effective in prolonging life and 
productivity. 
Dr. Irving S. Cooper, a courageous 
and 
innovative 
New 
York 
neurosurgeon, has been implanting 
tiny electrodes into the brain to control 
epilepsy and the spasticity of the 
muscles of the body for some eases of 
cerebral palsy. 
The pacemaker is not a cure for the 
underlying condition. But the elec­ 
trical stimulation of minute areas in 


the brain may return some 
in­ 
capacitated patients to moderate 
productivity. 
Like the heart pacemaker, a small 
radio receiver is placed beneath the 
skin of the chest wall. Attached to this 
are the electrode wires that had been 
implanted into the brain. 
New horizons of hope are now being 
opened for people whose conditions 
were 
previously 
considered 
unalterable. 


Many people who are suspected of 
having high blood pressure are found 
to have variations in their blood 
pressure at different times of the day. 
Some people whose blood pressure is 
normal may have a sudden rise during 
periods of tension, especially during an 
examination by a physician. 
In order to avoid confusion about the 
need for treatment for high blood 
pressure, a portable device has been 
created to measure a person’s blood 
pressure throughout the entire day. 
This small machine was created by 
Dr. Maurice Sokolow at the University 
of California. 
The blood pressure readings are 
automatically recorded on magnetic 
tape. Thus a complete record of all 
blood pressure variations can be ob­ 
tained while the patient is relaxed, 
under exertion or under strain. 
This information can be of extreme 
value in ruling out misinformation and 
false values. It can be obtained during 
a routine examination in the doctor’s 
office.

Ohio Food Price Variance Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP)— Why 
should milk cost four cents more per 
quart in Athens than in Cleveland, 
while peanut butter is four cents 
higher in Cleveland than in Athens? 
Even the experts can’t say. 
An Associated Press survey showed 
no particular patterns between the 
lowest and highest prices in Ohio. 
But a check of four items in 11 
communities 
showed 
Cleveland 
coming out ahead on three of them. 
Ground chuck was selling for $1.09 a 
pound in Cleveland, compared to $1.39 
in Toledo, Van Wert and Youngstown. 
The price of a dozen medium size 
eggs in Cleveland was 65 cents, but 85 
cents in Portsmouth, 87 cents in Lima, 
79 cents in Cincinnati, Dayton, Co­ 
lumbus, Athens and Van Wert. 
A quart of whole milk cost 39 cents in 
Cleveland, the same as in Youngstown 
and Lima, but under its 45-cent cost in 
Toledo, 43 cents in Athens, 42 cents in 
Cincinnati and Dayton, and 41 cents in 
Portsmouth. 
A 12-ounce jar of peanut butter sold 
for 53 cents in Cleveland, against 45 
cents in Conneaut and 49 cents in 
Athens, Youngstown and Massillon. 
The Ohio prices were higher on two 
items and lower on the other two than 
the national average, based on surveys 
in 13 cities coast-to-coast. 
The average price in Ohio of a pound 
of ground chuck was $1.31, compared 


to$1.17 nationally. For a quart of milk, 
the Ohio average was 41 cents against 
the national average of 40 cents. 


But the average Ohio price for a 
dozen eggs was less than the national 
average -77 cents against 79 cents. 
And Ohio shaded the national average 
on peanut butter-52 cents against 56 
cents. 


Prices of food in Ohio were a mixed 
bag the farther a marketbasket list 
extended. Add four more selected 
items — center-cut pork chops, butter, 
a brand name detergent and all-beef 
frankfurters. 
Cleveland's edge in lower prices 
didn’t hold up with these four items. 
Conneaut came in with the lowest price 
for a pound of center-cut pork chops at 
$1.09, with Van Wert second at $1.29. 
Cleveland ran third at $1.34, well 
ahead of Toledo’s $1.79, Portsmouth’s 
and 
Athens’ 
$1.73 
and 
$1.59 
at 
Columbus. 
But, only Massillon showed a lower 
butter price per pound than Cleveland 
at 79 cents. Cleveland and Van Wert 
showed 93 cents, compared to $1.09 at 
Conneaut and $1.05 at Columbus. 
Toledo, Lima and Athens showed 99 
cents. 
Lima and Toledo weighed in lowest 
for the detergent at 79 cents, with 
Portsmouth the most expensive at 
$1.09. Cleveland was in between with 


Cincinnati and Dayton at 93 cents. 
All-beef frankfurters were the most 
expensive item in the Cleveland 
shopping list at $1.55 a pound, well 
above the rest of the state. Lima 
showed only 99 cents for the franks, 
with Conneaut second at $1.09. The 
variations were spread, with Van Wert 
charging $1.42, Athens $1.49, Toledo 
and Massillon $1.39, Columbus, Cin­ 
cinnati and Dayton listing $1.29. 
Frozen orange juice in 6-ounce cans 
ranged from a low of 22 cents in Cin­ 
cinnati and Dayton to 39 cents at Lima, 


32 cents in Cleveland, 33 cents in 
Portsmouth 
and 
25 
cents 
at 
Youngstown, 
A name-brand paper towel ranged 
from 41 cents at Massillon to 53 cents 
at Cleveland and Youngstown, with 
Conneaut and Lima at 49 cents, Toledo, 
Cincinnati and Dayton at 45 cents. 
Sugar prices spread more univer­ 
sally, Five pounds sold in Portsmouth, 
Columbus and Athens at 85 cents, 81 
cents at Cleveland down to a minimum 
of 75 cents at Massillon and 77 cents at 
Lima.

Jack Frost has dipped down in many 
places across the state, setting the 
stage for fall cleanup and composting 
chores. Garden trash, leaves, grass 
clippings, and other waste organic 
materials can be used for composting. 
Be selective in what you use and 
throw away. Compost makes an ideal 
soil conditioner and fertilizer for 
future use, so you don’t want to throw 
away materials that make good 
compost. 
Many 
gardeners 
simply 
pile 
materials to be composted into a heap 
while others pile them in some type ot 
structure or bin. As good compost can 
be made either way, the choice is 
yours. 
Suggested size for the compost pile is 
Blaze Hits 
At K ileville

5 feet wide, 4 feet high, and long 
enough to accommodate all the 
material you want to compost. 
Use available plant materials but 
avoid diseased materials, fruit pits, 
bones, etc. The pile may be built over a 
period of time as materials become 
available. To create conditions for 
decomposition 
and 
a 
balanced 
product, apply materials in alter­ 
nating layers. First, lay down a 6 to 12 
inch layer of plant residues; second, 
apply about an inch of garden soil or 
sharp sand; and third; place a thin 
layer 
of 
nutrients 
to 
promote 
decomposition. Commercial fertilizer 
or dehydrated animal manures may be 
used. A sprinkling of limestone may be 
desirable where the soil in year area is 
low in lime. 
Continue the layering in this order as 
you have materials available. Moisten 
the materials occasionally but not so 
often that you create a soggy con­ 
dition. 
To provide aeration, make the first 
layer a coarse plant material to admit 
air to the base of the pile. Turn the pile 
periodically with a pitch fork or 
garden fork. Move the material from 
one bin to another or turn the pile over. 
Be sure to incorporate the material 
from the edges into the center of the 
pile when turning. Turn the pile about 
four weeks after starting it and every 
three to four weeks thereafter until you 
are ready to use the compost. 
In most cases, gardeners should not 
plan on compost being ready for use in 
less than four to six months. Just piling 
up the material and allowing nature to 
take its course can take a year or more 
for compost to result. 
Compost is ready to use when it 
becomes dark brown, friable, and 
breaks up readily when turned over. 
Well-rotted compost supplies many 
nutrients needed by plants and 
provides a loose, easier to till soil 
condition. Apply 50 pounds per 100 
square feet of garden area next spring, 
tilling it into the upper 4 to 6 inches of 
soil. Compost can be used later in the 
season as a mulch.

Jack Frost has dipped down in many 
places across the state, setting the 
stage for fall cleanup and composting 
chores. Garden trash, leaves, grass 
clippings, and other waste organic 
m aterials can be used for composting. 
Be selective in what you use and 
throw away. Compost m akes an ideal 
soil conditioner 
and 
fertilizer for 
future use, so you don’t want to throw 
aw ay m a te ria ls th at m ake good 
compost. 
Many 
g ard en ers 
sim ply 
pile 
m aterials to be composted into a heap 
while others pile them in some type of 
structure or bin. As good compost can 
be made either way, the choice is 
yours.

product, apply m aterials in alter­ 
nating layers. First, lay down a 6 to 12 
inch layer of plant residues; second, 
apply about an inch of garden soil or 
sharp sand; and third; place a thin 
lay er 
of 
n u trien ts 
to 
prom ote 
decomposition. Commercial fertilizer 
or dehydrated anim al m anures may bi* 
used. A sprinkling of limestone may be 
desirable where the soil in year area is 
low in lime. 
Continue the layering in this order as 
you have m aterials available. Moisten 
the m aterials occasionally but not so 
often that you create a soggy con­ 
dition. 
To provide aeration, make the first 
layer a coarse plant m aterial to adm it 
air to the base of the pile. Turn the pile 
periodically with a pitch fork or 
garden fork. Move the m aterial from 
one bin to another or turn the pile over. 
Be sure to incorporate the m aterial 
from the edges into the center of the 
pile when turning. Turn the pile about 
four weeks after starting it and every 
three to four weeks thereafter until you 
are ready to use the compost. 
In most cases, gardeners should not 
plan on compost being ready for use in 
less than four to six months. Just piling 
up the m aterial and allowing nature to 
take its course can take a year or more 
for compost to result. 
Compost is ready to use when it 
becomes dark brown, friable, and 
breaks up readily when turned over. 
Well-rotted compost supplies many 
n u trien ts needed by p lants and 
provides a loose, easier to till soil 
condition. Apply 50 pounds per IOO 
square feet of garden area next spring, 
tilling it into the upper 4 to 6 inches of 
soil. Compost can be used later in the 
season as a mulch.
